The local option election 
held Saturday in Jenkins was 
a decided success in favor of 
the “Drys”.

BE PREPARED TO 
PROTECT PLANTS 
FROM LATE FROSTS 


The wise gardener is pre- 
pared with a frost protection 
plan right up until early May, 
say U-T garden specialists. 

Baskets, tin cans, boxes, 

newspapers, sacking—all have 
proven of value in some de- 
gree in saving young and 
early plants from frost, say 
the specialists. Covers with 
a small amount of ventilation. 
like baskets, seem safer to 
use than tight covers, espec- 
ially when frost comes on 
very still nights, they point 
out. 
In any form of frost pro- 
tection have 4s much moist 
soil as possible under the cov- 
er, since moist soil is itself a 
frost protectant, the special- 
ists advise. Covers high en- 
ough in the center to cover 
the plants without crushing, 
but spread out at the base like 
a circus tent give extra pro_ 
tection because of the moist 
soil enclosed under the shel- 
ter. 

If when frost is expected 
the top soil near beans or 
other tender plants is found to 
be dry, it will often be wise to 
cultivate just before dark to 
bring up moist soil thespec- 
ialists say.
